Tue Society of British Musicians gave 
their third soirée on Friday, at Erat’s Harp 
Saloon. The attendance of professors and 
amateurs was as crowded as on the last

Mr. Robert Barnett’s quartet is an old 
favourite, and has more than once called 


for our approval. All we have to say 


on this occasion, is, that it is so clever and 
pleasing a work, that we are surprised the 
warm appreciation it has enccuntered has 
hitherto failed in persuading the composer 
to begin to think about another. “ Quartet, 
No. 2, by Robert Barnett,” would be an 
agreeable item in a future programme, to 








the members and subscribers of the Suci- 
ety, as well as to ourselves. Our young 
composers are much too frequently satis- 
fied with the reputation acquired by one 
successful production—bnt they should re- 
member, that unless the solitary effort be 
a masterpiece of art, it is likely very soon 
to descend, with themselves, into oblivion. 
If Mr. Barnett’s very promising quartet in 
D major were backed by two or three 
successors, progressing in excellence, it 
would always be borne in mind as one 
of a goodly company-—but, left alone, it 
has not sufficient stamina to outlive the 
ravages of time.. The insatiable edax re- 
rum will assuredly swallow it up, unless 
a fellow or two stand forward in its de- 
fence. However, Robert Barnett is a sen- 
sible and right thinking artist, and, we 
doubt not, will profit by the counsel thus 
proffered him in kindness and sincerity. 
Mr. E. J. Hopkins’ duet, very pleasingly 
rendered by Misses Steele and Rollo Dick- 
son, is an ingenious effort, after the manner 
(we do not mean mannerism) of Spohr. 
It has the marks of a musician's care about 
it, in addition to some graceful melody, 
and is by no means vocally ineffective. 
The air from Handel's “ Judas Maccabeus’ 
is a fine inspiration, and was capitally de- 
livered by Mr. W. Seguin, who first in- 
troduced it, last winter, at one of the de- 
lightful soirées of Mr. W. H. Holmes. We 
respect Mr. W. Seguin for his classical 
taste, and in this all musicians must con- 
sent with us. Mr. Gledhill’s trio won its 
approval (we believe) last year, at these 
meetings. It is a straightforward compo- 
sition, written on the best models, and 
evincing considerable elegance of thought, 








and much fluency in development. The 
repute Mr. Gledhill obtained for his quar- 
tet in D major must be greatly enhanced 
by this, in all respects; superior production. 
Miss Graves, (sister of the composer), un- 
dertook the pianoforte part, and accom- 
plished it very ereditably. Messrs. Willy 
and Lucas were efficient co-operators. Mr. 
E. Perry’s ballad is nicely written, if some- 
what over-sentimental. Its interpretation. 
by Miss Rollo Dickson, gained for that 
young lady many points in the esteem of 
the audience. Less nervous than on a 
former occasion, Miss Dickson was ena- 
bled to display a refined taste anda natural 
method of vocalization. Mr. Clinton's 
song is a reproach to the Society that they 
should have previously altogether neglec- 
ted his compositions. It is written with 
the feeling of an artist, and entirely de- 
velops the sentiment of the words. Miss 
Steele sang it charmingly. The simple but 
not less captivating quartet of Mozart, 
found true interpreters in Messrs. Henry 
Boys, Graves, and ‘,ucas. What we ad- 
mire in the pianoforte playing of Mr. 
Boys is a truthful reading of the music, 
and an absence of all exaggeration or at- 
tempt at extrinsic diaplay. Mr. Boys 
gives us the author—and what better test 
can be required of a pianist’s efficiency ? 
The lovely duet of Spohr. was taken a 
shade too slowly, but otherwise faultlessly 
rendered by the vocalists—Miss Dickson 
and Mr. Seguin. Last of all, and best of 
all, came the magnificent quartet of Men- 
delssohn, which proved the most sparkling 
gem of the evening. Of the set of three 
quartets of which it constitutes No. 1, we 
must confess our preference for the one in 
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E minor, (No. 3), which was played in 
such masterly style, by Ernst, Goffrie, Hill, 
and Hausmann, at the concert of the first 
named distinguished artist, last summer. 
But, after this burst of eloquent passion, 
we take to our love the No. 1, in D major, 
which was given on Friday night, by 
Messrs. Willy, J. Jay, Weslake, and Lu- 
cas, in @ manner that would have satis- 
fied the composer himself, restless and ex- 
citable, severe and particular as he is. The 
public know this quartet tolerably well. 
Mr. Dando has produced it at Crosby 
Hall—and the gifted little Joseph Joachim, 
assisted by Goffrie, Hill, and Hausmann, 
played it with eminent success, at the 
third chember concert of Macfarren and 
Davison, in the spring of the present year. 
We must do Mr. Willy the justice to say, 
that his execution left us nothing to de- 
sire, and made us regret no previous in- 
terpretation of the work. Mr. J. Jay is 
a steady and musician-like second violin, 
and evidently knows this quartet thoroughly. 
Mr. Weslake, a new and valuable acquisi- 
tion of the Society, won unanimous ap- 
proval, by his excellent handling of the 
difficult part allotted to the tenor—and 
Mr. Lucas, as usual, played with consum- 
mate skill and admirable expression. The 
quartet, in fact, was translated in such a 
manner to the audience, as to be thoroughly 
understood; each movement being wel- 
comed by the loudest manifestations of 
delight. The majestic dignity of the 
opening Allegro—the calm gaiety of the 
scherzoand trio—the plaintive and beautiful 
monotony of the Romanza, a bit of pe- 
culiar Mendelssohnism—and the impetuous 
joyousness of the finale, were one and all, 
appreciated and applauded. And with the 
fresh melodies of this flood of genius in 
their minds, the company separated—hap- 
pier and wiser. We must, however, can- 
didly tell the committee, that this luckily 
fine performance of an undoubted great 
work, saved the concert of Friday night 
from something like tameness. We own 
the difficulty of making out a programme 
(having ourselves experienced it) — but, 





nevertheless, exert our right of admonish- 
ing the committee, as the opposition pa- 
pers “ blow up” the government. If they 
imagine we are going to allow them a bed 
of down to stretch their limbs upon, they 
are mistaken. We must spur them ona 
little, or they may get corpulent and lazy 
-—they may “wax fat, and kick”—and 
lose sight of the interests of the general 
body of the Society. So, “ Mounseers of 
the Committee’’—-look to save your ba-

NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


To the Editor of the “ Musical World.” 
Nov. 1], 1844. 


S1r,--There is something in the commencement 
of the musical season like turning the first page in 
a new volume, by an author whose previous works 
have never failed to interest and delight. There is 
the indulgence of eager expectation, in which fa- 
vourable anticipation largely predominates. Every 
one must perceive that the session begins nowaday, 
four months earlier than it did fifteen years ago. 
This, no doubt, arises from the large increase of 
public performances. Those who have in any 
measure struck out a new sphere of action, are 
afraid of being jostled and elbowed by the elder 
music corporations, and have little appetite for the 
reproach, stale and pointless though it he, of being 
interlopers, upstarters, &c. They therefore take 
time by the forelock, and boldly issue their pro- 
grammes in October. The Exeter Hall Society, 
ever first and foremost in zeal and activity, have 
had their well-known types displayed in the shops 
of their members for,three weeks past: —‘‘Israel in 
Egypt,” the grand material of the word of pro- 
mise, to be executed by the usual array of profes- 
sional artists, backed with the invincible masses of 
choral amateurs. On reading the bi!l, Mr. Editor, 
I at once determined, if practicable, to be present; 
indeed, I seldom find myself equal to the self-denial 
of absence when Exeter Hall doors are thrown 
open for musical purposes. As 1 continued my 
walk down the Strand, sundry bits and phrases 
from the double choruses began forcibly to intrude 
themselves. I wondered if the organ would be as 
fint, and perplex the poor band as much as usual ; 
if Mr. Miller would evince his usual profuse libe- 
rality in its use; if Miss Barrett would sing as 
much too sharp as at Gloucester; if Mr. Hobbs 
would puff and blow and evince as much physical 
distress in the song, “* The Enemy said,” as is his 
wont. All this done, I again determined to go, 
taking all chances of detail for better or worse. 
Accordingly, Wednesday last found me quietly 
seated as near my favourite post of observation as 
my fellow-listeners would permit. Those who have 
no appetite for choral effects should assuredly 
never go to hear the “ Isrued in Egypt.”? The 
principal singers have so little to do that they are 
necessarily in the back ground. The majestic cho- 
ruses fell on my ear with pretty mach their usual 
sublimity; no fault could be found with the vocal- 
ists, but the author’ effects were marred in places 
by the band playing where he has left the voices 
alone. The beautiful effect of contrast produced 
by the naked flood of voices was thus totally de- 
stroyed. What presuming Goth could have dic- 
tated such an abomination? This improvement of 
Handel was particularly conspicuous in the chorus, 
‘‘ He spake the word.’ 1 also noticed that the 
march in the overture, “ The Occasional,’ was 
alternately given to the wind and the string band. 
When will common sense teach men the modesty of 
letting the works of great authors alone? Miss Dol- 
by’struly artistic efforts sustained{her well-earned re- 
putation. Her second song, “Thou shail bring them 
in,”’ obtained the just compliment of an encore. 
Miss Barrett has a good voice. Her intonation is 
occasionally defective, and her general detail so 
uncertain that she rather hampered her unfortu- 
nate associate (Miss Cubitt) in the duet, “ The 
Lord is my strength,’? Mr. Hobbs was highly re- 
spectable,\as usual, in the little he had todo. Mr, 
Atkins was engaged to sing the second of the 





duet, ’ The Lord is a Man of War,” but being at 
the door when he should have been in his place, 
the part was creditably sung by one of the cho- 
risters. Afterwards Atkins made his appearance, 
and received some complimentary notice from the 
auditors, which his neglect little deserved. The 
Hall was well filled, and the oratorio announced 
for repetition on the 29th instant.

REVIEW. 


“OrpHeEvs,” @ collection of glees, or vocal 
quartets, by the most admired German 
composers, with English poetry. Bk. 14. 
(J. J. Ewer & Co.) 


Tue present book of this excellent series 
of table-songs, contains six compositions 
for four male voices, to be sung without 
accompaniments. The author of the music 
is Felix Mendelssohn Bartholdy, and Mr. 
Bartholomew has supplied the words. We 
have elsewhere spoken highly of the merits 
and usefulness of the work, and we are 
glad to be able to pronounce this the most 
attractive number we have seen. The 
“ Turkish Drinking Song,” in G minor, is 
a morceau full of quaint character—the 
“ Hunter's Farewell,” in E flat, is bold and 
animated —the “Summer Song,” in G 
major, is as bright as sunshine itself—the 
“ Voyage,” in B minor, is somewhat sad, 
the serenade of a melancholy moon-struck 
lover—“ Love and Wine,” beginning in G 
minor, and ending in G major, is an ex- 
cuse for persons, crossed in love, drown- 
ing their thoughts (and their sense) in 
wine; the music is capital, and adapts it- 
self admirably to the words—the last, and 
perhaps the best, “ Spring’s Journey,’ is 
a fresh and joyous melody in D major, re- 
plete with points of harmony peculiarly 
the author’s. It is agreeable to welcome 
such charming trifles from one like Men- 
delssohn, who thus excellently enforces his 
humanity, by making the divine art, of 
which he is so consummate a master, mi- 
nister to the lighter as well as to the deeper 
pleasures of his fellow men. We must 
compliment Mr. Bartholomew on the “good 
stuff” that we find in his words. He has 
a fund of German poesy in him. Wher- 
ever music and conviviality go hand in 
hand, we strongly recommend Bk. 14 of 
“Orpheus,” as a powerful auxiliary to 
enhance the latter by the aid of the former. 








Provincial. 


Marpstone.— The proposed subscription con- 
certs.—An experiment is just now being tried on 
the musical taste of Maidstone and its vicinity, A 
committee have projected a series of four concerts, 
the only public amusements in prospect for the 
ensuing winter. The subscriptions are so arranged 
as to suit all parties. Family tickets to reserved 
seats will admit four persons to all the four con- 
certs at a guinea and-a-half; tickets to admit two 





ersons to the reserved seats to be one guinea, 
cimilar family tickets to the back seats one guinea, 
and double tickets fourteen shillings. Most of the 
leading names in the town grace the subscription 
list, yet so great appears to be the public apathy 
on the subject, that the committee, after taking a 
vast deal of trouble and increasing the expense, 
find the subscriptions one-third of the necessary 
amount, These concerts were proposed by first- 
rate artists, at the County Assembly Room, which 
offers every accommodation in its ladies’ retiring 
and gentlemen’s dressing-rooms. Yet a8 a pre- 
ference has been expressed for the Corn Exchange, 
the committee have consented to engage that 
room (at an increased expense of about £10 each 
concert,) provided patronage be extended to the 
scheme, As there is no reason whatever why the 
committee, who have stepped forward to promote 
this project, should incur risk, to oblige the public, 
who do so little for themselves, it is certain, 
if the tradesmen and the gentry do not lend it una- 
nimous support, there will be no concerts for the 
coming season, which will reflect discredit on the 
town as regards its love of music.—Maidstone 
Gazette. 


Campripce.—Mr.R. Venua’s annual concert, 
took place in the Town Hall, Cambridge, on Mon- 
day evening, and was well attended. The instru- 
mental porrion of the performance, consisted of a 
solo, violin, by the beneficiaire, two solos on the 
flute, by W. Nicholls, and a fantasia on the cor- 
nopian, by Mr. Sippell. Thevocalists were Misses 
Williams, and Mr. John Parry, who elicited a 
double encore. Mr. Tapfield presided at the piano- 
forte, and the concert afforded much gratification 
to all present. 

Bristot.—At no Cathedral in the kingdom, 
taking the number of the choir into consideration, 
is the musical service of the church more effici- 
ciently performed than in that of Bristol. Mr. 
Longhurst, one of the lay clerks and assistant or- 
ganists of Canterbury Cathedral, is about to = 
lish ten anthems, dedicated to the Dean and C 
ter.— Felix Farley’s Journal. 


Arsroata.—Mr. Wilson, on Monday evening last, 
gave one of his entertainments of Scottish song in 
the Trades’ Hall here. We never heard the distin- 
guished vocalist in better voice, and his appearance 
indicates health and strength. Mr. Wilson’s pow- 
ers are so well known that it is unnecessary for us 
to say that, on Monday evening the treat experi- 
enced in Arbroath was of a high order. “ The 
Flowers of the Forest ” was heard with rapture. 
‘« My spouse Nanny ” was admirably given, and 
the “Laird of Cockpen” no other vocalist can 
rival, “Fee him, father, fee him ” was the tri- 
umph of the evening. In this simple air Mr, Wil- 
son’s powers of voice were strikingly heard, while 
the humour of the words, and the expression 
given to them by the singer, were so marked as 
to call forth bursts of ag “Ye banks 
and Braes” was sung as Mr. Wilson can alone 
sing it. Mr. Wilson also favoured us with 
several fashionable and favourite airs, He con- 
cluded by the “Tulluchgorum.” The “ Barring 
of the Door ” was sung in addition to the songs in 
the programme. Mr. Land, who, from the supe- 
rior skill, taste, and grace evinced by him as a 
pianoforte player, we are always glad to see, was 
as usual much and deservedly applauded. The 
house was a bumper, and the elite of society in 
town and country were present.—Arbroath Guide. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Parts.—The five acts of Marie Stuart 
have been rehearsed by the orchestra, and 
it is anticipated that the opera may be 
produced on the 6th of December. A dis- ° 
pute has arisen, which it is feared will 
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deprive the English company who are 
engaged (with Mr. Macready) for twelve 
performances, of the Thédére-Italien, in 
which they were to have place. It has 
been already (say the papers here) once 
decided, that the director has no right to 
open his theatre for any purpose whatever, 
on the days reserved for the opera. This 
opinion was pronounced by the Commission 
des Thédires, ou the occasion of the per- 
formance of Rossini’s Stabat Mater. An 
action at law is pending between Conradin 
Kreutzer, the German composer, and the 
director of the Thédtre-Jtalien. The com- 
poser pretends that instead of producing 
his opera (4 Night in Grenada) in 1843, 
with Mario, Ronconi, and Nissen, the ma- 
nager intends playing it, in 1844, with 
Corelli, Morelli, and Manara — whereas 
Kreutzer very naturally demands Mario, 
Fornasari, and Persiani. The matter has 
been referred to the Tribunal de Commerce. 
I suppose our friend the manager has be- 
gun to find out that the over-rated opera 
of Conradin Kreutzer is scarcely worth 
producing at all. Mdlle. Louisa Puget, 
the famous composer of chansonettes, will 
publish no album this year, a circum- 
stance which must throw all Paris into 
mourning. Escudier, the learned and mag- 
nificent editor of La France Musicale, \a- 
ments this, in terms so pathetic as to have 
drawn tears from my eyes in reading it. 
Labarre, too, that profound and versatile 
contrapuntist, (Escudier) Labarre will give 
us no album—that composer of bold and 
passionate inspiration (Escudier) “remains 
also silent, and refuses to throw his songs 
to the breeze!” (Escudier). It is a cun- 
solation to know, however, that Clapisson, 
Berat, and Masini (immortal triad to which 
add but Eseudier, and you have a fetrard 
—according to Flowers and Abbé Vogler) 
are not lost to us. Their fancy, their wit, 
their melody, is ours, for yet another year. 
Lucky that we are in Paris! It is not true 
that Punch cannot reach us here. I have 
received every number except those in 
which his Majesty the King of the French 
is personally satirized. Punch is get- 
ting rather dull. He should long ago have 
got Flowers, Cohan, or Jenkins (by the 
way—en parenthése—is it true that Grunei- 
son ison ‘ The Gun,’) to write for him. 
One Mdlle. Mondutaigny has debuted at 
the arp in Robert and La Juire, with 
some, but not remarkable, success. Adam’s

Grrisi, 
with her usual warm-heartedness, was the 
first and the loudest in her compliments. 
I was delighted to hear of Garcia’s engage- 
ment. She is a person of infinite talent, 
and ill health has alone kept her from fully 
developing her capabilities. Besides which 
she is universally liked for her amiability.

Harmarkr?r.—Mr, Bourcicault’s new 
comedy, “ Old Heads and young Hearts,’ 
was produced on Monday night, in a style 
of splendour and completeness highly cre- 
ditable to Mr. Webster, the lessee. Itis a 
work sparkling with »it and point—teeming 
with observation ~avounding with satire 
at once shrewd and pleasant—and_ bids 
fair to add one to the list of true English 
comedies, of which our literature may be 
justly proud. Mr. Bourcicault has added 
to his already high reputation, by this new 
effort, which, we ure happy to say, was 
crowned with triumphant success. Author 
and actors were all called for at the end— 
a compliment deserved on both sides, since 
the general excellence of the acting was 
worthy the distinguished merits of the co- 
medy. 

Juniien’s Promenanes (From a Cor- 
respondent.)— We recollect once hearing a 
story of a painter, who, having painted a 
sign for a village inn, and being rather un- 
easy in his mind as to which particular 
animal it might represeut, thought it better 
to disarm inquiry by writing under it in 
legible characters, “ This is a lion.” Some 
such idea as this must surely have taken 
possession of Monsieur Jullien, when he 
Judged it expedient to represent the storm 
portion of Beethoven’s Pastoral Symphony, 
accompanied by the property thunder and 
lightning attached to the establishment. 
Beethoven had done his work badly, and 
Mousieur Jullien wrote under it “This is 
a storm.” Without at all blaming the di- 
rector (who no doubt appeals to the public 
in the way he thiuks most profitable) we 
will simply }ook upon this desecration of a 
great work as an instance of bad policy. 
Those persons who pay their money to 
lounge away an eveving at the Promenade 
Concerts will never consent to be treated 
as children. ‘They would wish to be 
thought to understand everything. that is 
put before them. Beethoven’s Pastoral 
Symphony they have ever been taught 
to consider one of the noblest productions 
of a great master, and if it is only treated 
as a pretty toy they will be sure to regard 
it as an insult to their understanding. 
The obvious course of proceeding, then, 





is either to present such specimens of the 





art simply as they were written, and unac- 
companied by any “new effects,’—or to 
leave them out altogether, and wait pa- 
tiently for the time when the mass of the 
people will be sufficiently educated to ap- 
preciate them. ‘The commencement of 
Monsieur Jullien’s annual series of con- 
certs has suggested these few remarks, 
and as any mode of diffusing music 
amongst the people must be regarded with 
pleasure by all true lovers of the art, it is 
always the province of these well-wishers 
to point out any mode by which the taste 
can be properly educated. If “ ‘The De- 
struction of Pompeii” be profitable, let it 
be put up for every evening, but let not 
mutilated portions of popular symphonies 
be put before the public on the same even- 
ing. The audience who applaud the one 
are totally incapable of understanding the 
other. L. L.

Magnificent Christmas Present for 1845. 
A Mook of IWweauty 


FOR THE 
Queen’s Boudoir, 


Epitep By CHARLES JEFFERYS. 


*,° Opinion op THE Morning Post. 
(Monday, Oct. 28, 1844.) 


“ The annuals are the ambassadors of Christmas. They 
bring with them visions of a pleasant time not far off. 
Plum-pudding and snap-dragon, and a merry country 
dance, and blind-man’s-buff, and all the agreeable auxili- 
aries of the most comfortable season of the English year 
—all the delightful jollities with which we fete the de- 
parture of the old year, as of an ancient. and cherished 
friend—are typified plainly on the face of them. We love 
to look upon their gaudy trappings, swaggering and glit- 
tering with such infinity of promise—we love no less to 
glance through their, but too often, empty interiors, an- 
swering us good naturedly with a smile redolent of no- 
thing. But the whole matter is a pleasant jest, and should 
be welcomed with open arms by all who love a ‘show of 
happiness that comes but ‘ once a year.’ A true philoso- 
pher enjoys a pantomime--a fact pleasantly memurialized 
by Leigh Hunt, in one of the admirable papers of his 
* Indicator’—an“ why should we not equally enter into the 
spirit ofan annual. It means nothing- it is nothing—it 
ought to be nothing, but a sign of the time, an emblazoned 
record of an annual merriment, To those who do not 
side with us, we recommend a perusal of the works of the 
most natural and humanizing of England’s poets, who 
have often and clearly demonstrated, that not to be 
happy and thoughtless, not to have a heart full of love 
and welcome for everything and nothing, at the ‘jolly 
Christmas time,’ indicates strongly a want of heart alto- 
gether. ‘The Book of Beauty for the Queen’s Boudoir,’ 
is annually one of the pearls of its merry tribe—and its 
contributions for the leisure time of 1845, are no less than 
ever attractive. Its covering and embellishments — its 
emblazoning, its ‘lithographing, and what-not are ofa 
splendour which at once dazzles the eye, and leads the 
understanding, in chains, to offer homage at its shrine. 
The pencil of the polipictorial Brandaid—the graphie 
genius of the music-shops—bas scldom been employed to 
more advantage. It is no smallcompliment to say of him 
that he is an artist in spite of motley—gold and tinsel be- 
come plastic ander his magic wand; and he fairly con- 
verts the most trivial materlals into objects worthy the 
admiration of a!l gazers. His ‘Evening at Naples,’ ‘ Ke- 
conciliation,’ and his ‘Ma Normandie,’ are master-picces 
in their way. Nor is he slightiy indebted to the careful 
press of Hanhart, who, in the department of musico-an- 
nual lithographic-impressment, is without a rival. The 
musical contributions of this year, in a great measure, 
scoff at our impeachment of emptiness. Some of the 
pieces, vocal and instrumental, are really charming. A 
div rtissement, ‘*An Evening in Naples,” by Charles 
Glover, is full of Italian feeling—the turentella is as good 
as almost anything of its kind. Some polkas, and a ca- 
vatina, ‘‘ Merry is the Greenwocd,” by Stephen Glover, 
are also well worthy mention. A vocal duet, ‘‘We were 
childven together, by George Macfarren (a classical name 
for enalbum), to which words full of natural sentiment 
have been wedded by Desmond Ryan, is an exquisite 
morceau, instinct with pure melody and musician-like 
harmony. Besides these we may notice a pretty ballad, 
“The Widow and her child,’* by Edward Loder, in his 
most catching style; a very graceful song, “ Flow, Rio 
Verde,” by Thomas Baynham, a name new to us; a 
touching ba!lad, ‘‘ The song of the Past,” written and 
composed by Mr. Charles Jefferys, the intelligent editor 
of the annual; a lively Mur-sco, by Fleche; a clever 
song, ‘‘Laugh, lady, laugh,” by Montgomery ; another 
of no less merit, by Louis Leo, ‘‘ Giiding o’er the moonlit 
ocean;” andj an excellent set of quadrilles, by Camille 
Schubert, w th the embl tical lature of ‘* La 
Rose,” — besides many other items of assured. merit, 
which our space, unfortunately, will not allow us to 

articularize. In fine, of the kind of publication which 
t affects to emulate, we have met few more worthy ge- 
neral attention than “ 4 Buok of Beauty for the Queen’s 
Boudoir ,’’—a seemly and valuable Christmas present for 
any young lady who may be enclined to accept it of any 
young gentleman who may feel prompted to make an
